First reports had base person­ 
nel and area citizen* 
diRtnrtwt 
when last week it was announced 
that Hondo would be one of two 
schools to be closed. The reason 
given at that time was cost of op­ 
eration and efficiency rating. 


W a l t e r Gunstream, 
general 
manager for Texas Aviation 
In ­ 
dustries, flew to Washington last 
week, and presented current sta­ 
tistics which placed Hondo in the 
upper third for efficiency, and the 
lower third for cost of operation. 
He was then told that the net 
worth to the A ir Force, or the 
amount of money invested in the 
plant, plus the geographic loca­ 
tion would be considered. 


Due to the fact that Hondo wag 
originally built during World W ar 
II, and cost nearly $10 million 
dollars, it is believed that the net 
worth factor is now favorable for 
this base. With the original cost, 
money spent by the City of Hondo, 
and that invested recently by the 
A ir Force, the valuation of H A B 
is more than $12 million. 


The delegation Monday will in­ 
clude W alter Gunstream, general 
manager f o r T A I: 
Dr. 
T. 
B. 
Knopp, mayor of Hondo; 
Riggs 
Shepperd, representing the Hon­ 
do Chamber of Commerce; Paul

The group will point out that 
the A ir Force gets more for its 
money in Hondo than 
anywhere 
else, due to the nearness to Lack 
land, Kelly and other bases, and 
because the field was in such good 
shape 
that 
large 
expenditures 
were not necessary here. 
The morale here is good, since 
the 
resignations of cadet’s and 
student officers were 
less here 
than in most other locations of the 
command, according to A ir Force 
figures. Recently p i l o t s were 
given a choice of signing up for 
longer periods of duty than they 
originally planned, or discontinu­ 
ing flight training. 
The cost of moving student of­ 
ficers to other bases is lower here 
than in more remote places, due 
to less mileage involved for furni­ 
ture vans, it was pointed out in a 
planning meeting held 
Tuesday 
night at the Hondo Chamber of 
Commerce office.

An 1800-foot test will be drilled 
in the Chicon Lake Field three 
miles southwest of La Coste. 
It will be the M L. Wise No. 8 
Joseph Gross,

feet 
north of the No. 5 Gross, shallow 
producer completed Sept. 6. 
The No. 5 Gross was drilled to 
432 feet, and produced six barrels 
of 21-gravity oil daily on initial 
tests. The pay was topped at 409 
feet, and was from the Navarro. 
Another Chicon 
Lake 
comple­ 
tion is the Etheredge & R ay E lli­ 
son No. I Eliz Hutzler, which was 
drilled to 471 feet and 
produced 
four barrels of 14-gravity oil daily. 
It was drilled Ju ly but completion 
forms have just been filed. The 
pay was topped at 410 feet in the 
Navarro. It is located about five 
miles northwest from Lytle.

28th: 
Left

& 'tout 10 a m. Arrived here at Vio 
(Coy) at 6 p.m. (7V£ hrs., 225 
miles, hot and dusty. Will spend 
the night here in a hotel court 375 
miles from Camp No. 1 ( to this 
|»iace Vio). Still have some miles 
to go before setting up Camp No. 
8. Everything going along fine 
«md I am very happy and pleased 
vith everything. 
AUGUST 29th: In camp No. 3. 
< amp all set up. Had sandwiches. 
t< a, coffee and fruit. I took a little 
told on the trip. Had a nap and 
i' el better. No hunt today. 
AUGUST 30th: Left this a.m. 
for elephant hunt. Drove for about 
40 miles. No signs or sight of ele­ 
phant. Will try again this p.m. 
.fust returned from a hunt, saw 
lots of elephant signs, trees up­ 
rooted and broken down, 
limbs 
broken out of t r e e s. Found a 
water hole. Lots of tracks. New 
and old. Will go back to this same 
place in the morning. 
AUGUST 31st: Back to elephant 
\\ ater hole. They were there dur­ 
ing the night or eariy 
morning. 
Cows and small bulls. Signs in­ 
dicated this, but never saw them. 
Returned to camp for eats 
Nap 
(everyday) for couple of hours. 
Went out for plains game this p. 
m. Hard hunt, hard luck. Saw 
plenty but never could get within 
shooting distance. 
Should 
have 
bad at least 3 species, but got no­ 
thing. Will try in a different di­ 
rection tomorrow. Hope I get a 
touple at least. 
S E P T E M B E R 1: Made a long 
haul this a.m. looking for elephant 
s.gns. No good. Saw a good Oryx 
but couldn’t get a shot. Killed two 
Dik Diks which is the smallest 
burned animal in Africa and a 
little larger than 
a 
jackrabbit. 
Have horns about 3 inches long. 
W ill try for plains game this p.m. 
Our jeep was charged by a Rhino 
this a.m. I could have had a pic­ 
ture of it, but I wasn’t thinking 
Went to sleep on the job, I guess. 
H was kind of exciting, not too 
much. W’e outran it by about 10 
feet, all in the broad open, and a 
lot different from the scene where 
1 made my kill. Got my Oryx. 
30*6 inch horns (long). A good 
one. Guess this will be the prize 
for plains game. 
S E P T E M B E R 2: Got my “ Har- 
tcbeest” t h i s a.m. 
Hit him 3 
1 mes. Missed twice (broke front 
leg above knee, back leg above 
hock and finally a shoulder shot 
(far back. Missed Peter’s 
Gaz­ 
elle - 3 shots - and lost it. Found a 
herd of Eland but all young ones, 
so passed them up. P.M . finally 
got Peter’s Gazelle * nice head. 
This finishes the hunt at this 
camp so we move out for Camp 
No. 4 to Makindu in the morning 
and will be the last stand and 
s rictly for elephant. 
We have 
been finding elephant signs here, 
but few. So Makindu is our last 
camp and hunt, about 200 miles 
from this Camp No. 2. 
From 
( amp No. 1 to No. 4 is about 400 
miles. 
S E P T E M B E R 3: Packing and 
be on our way to No. 4. Here we 
are, got to within 10 miles of 
Campsite. Got stuck in crossing a 
email creek with one of the big 
trucks, so we have set up camp 
here - maybe temporary - or will 
hunt out from here. We are at, or 
10 miles from Makindu. I met and 
had my picture taken with Mr. 
John A. Hunter, one of Africa’s 
most famous white hunters. He 
s mely was a nice fellow. I looked 
forward to meeting him and it 
v as by pure accident that I did 
find him at his home. Elephant 
bunting 
doesn’t 
look 
too 
good 
here. Was informed by Mr. Hunt­ 
er and a Game Warden, so we are 
in for some hard work in hunting 
this tonnage. 
S E P T E M B E R 4: This has been 
a poor day. Went out this a.m. to 
scout. Found lots of old signs, no 
fresh ones. W ill have a local Afri­ 
can boy with us tomorrow and 
v\ ill know more good or bad news. 
We found a rhino this a.m. Took 
pictures of him. No excitement 
tnis time. We just gave him room 
and took pictures. Went out for 
small game this p.m. The hunt 
was a flop. Saw’ two bush pigs and 
three or four Dik-Diks. Hope to­ 
morrow turns out better. I’m try­ 
ing hard for a “ Wart Hog” and a 
Lcsser Kudu and Elephant. 
Sure will be glad to see you and 
my family tho I dread seeing the 
Safari come to a close as I am 
just beginning to learn some of 
the tricks. 
S E P T E M B E R 5: Saw my first, 
and second bunch of elephants to- 
<:ay. Got in s h o o t i n g position, 
about 30-35 steps and discovered 
he had one tusk broken and had to 
piss him up. I climbed up a tree 
and was I at home. Observed sev­ 
eral elephants and their habits. 
We will go back in the morning 
and try for another chance, as we 
I ive them located. Herb got his 
this a.m. Was a pretty good one. 
The Africans will cut the tusk out 
in the morning. It takes from 4 to 
$ hours to do the job. Had a part­ 
ed Rhino charge again this morn­ 
ing while we were in the process 
< 
lining up Mr. Elephant. This is 
■f tting to be real exciting. Saw 3 
I hinos - 1 charged, 2 partial 
charged and one we detoured. 
Hiked about 12 miles on the trail 
of these elephants. 
S E P T E M B E R 6: 
I 
g o t 
my elephant - a real good one 
a ’*er another 12-14 mile stalk - tot- 
a’ing about 25 
miles. 
Haven’t 
measured or weighed the tusk 
\ »t. I killed it at about 5:15 p.m. 
Too late to remove the ivory. Will 
do that in the morning. I put, 5 
s’ *.gs in him and dropped him in 
his tracks with two, at 42 steps. 
He looked like a box ear. Right 
Tusk 6 feet 10 inches by 18 inches, 


weighed 65W lbs. Left Tusk 7 
feet 2 i n c h e s by 1 
7 
inches, 
weighed 63 
lbs. Total 128 lbs. 
of ivory. 
I saw a herd this a.m. of about 
150. Got to within 200 yards of 
them. All the bulls were in the 
middle of the herd and to shoot in 
a herd is suicide, so we were glad 
to get rid of this bunch. They 
scented us and circled us for trou­ 
ble so we climbed up on a high 
rock about 20 feet high and watch­ 
ed the commotion. It was a sight. 
I got a couple of still shots. Left 
movie camera at the car. 
I got just about all there is. To 
get 4 of the Big 5 is considered ex­ 
tra good. In fact, I got 100 per 
cent as the Game Department 
won’t issue licenses for all the 
Big 5 - so I scratched the Leopard 
and took the Lion. Four is all they 
will let you have on a 30 day 
license. 
(Lion, 
Buffalo, 
Rhino, 
Elephant) 
S E P T E M B E R 8th: Had a bad 
morning. M i s s e d my “ Water- 
buck" 6 times and shot twice at a 
Wart Hog. I ’m getting worse in 
my shooting as I go along. Hope I 
do better this p.m. The skinner 
just made me a bracelet out of 
the hair of my Elephant’s tail and 
they claim it is good lUv k, I got 
my Waterbuck. 22K> inch horns, a 
good one, and I got two Wart 
Hogs. Never m i s s e d a shot. 
S E P T E M B E R 9th. Had a bad 
morning. Missed a Wart Hog. Al­ 
so missed a Bushbuck. This is the 
first one I saw and should have 
had it, but missed clean. I ’ll try 
this p.m. for something I haven't 
killed. The reason 
for shooting 
Wart Hogs is for tusks. I want the 
largest I can find. Just don’t like 
to kill for fun. I want one of each 
species that I see and if I shoot at 
a second one it’s strictly for tro­ 
phy’s sake. Looked for Rhino this 
a.m. for excitement and thrill. I 
am careful, tho - real careful! 
Don’t think I ’m not. 
Got a nice Lesser Kudu this p. 
m. Been after it for several davs. 
S E P T E M B E R 
10th: 
No 
luck 
this morning. Got another Wart 
Hog but the tusks were too short. 
Have really been Rhino scouting 
with my \Vhite Hunter. Saw two 
with 
small 
calves 
(babies) 
so 
passed them. One other we failed 
to see, that scented up, snorted 
and took off - opposite direction. 
It started to rain a little last night 
and that rain on the tent made 
sleeping too good. It has started 
again, but lightly. 
S E P T E M B E R 11th: Went Rhino 
hunting again this a.m. Saw 2 but 
horns no good. One scented us, 
snorted and took off Finally came 
up on a good one. with good horns. 
We got into position and my Hunt­ 
er fired first, then I fired. My 
Hunter’s gun jammed and I got in 
another shot, re-loaded and plant­ 
ed two more. Then my Hunter got 
in another shot. All of this took 
place in ideal country, plenty of 
timber for protection. The earlier 
morning hunt wasn’t too favor­ 
able...mostly brush and grass, so 
we didn’t crowd t h i n g s . This 
Rhino hunting is exciting. This p.
